A, This amendment is to rescind Amendment 2 and change the contract end dale back to July 31, 2018. The 

following Survivability language applies to State.s or entities that elected to sign a Participating Addendum 
with a term through July 31.2022. 

3.3.10.1 Any Participating Addendum entered into pursuant to the Master Agreement by JPay Inc. and any 
Participating Slate or entity on or prior to July 31,2018, will survive the Master Agreement based on each 
that Participating Stale’s or entity's Terms and Conditions in its Participating Addendum. Those customers 
purchasing, renting or leasing the products or services will continue to receive such products and services 
from JPay Inc. at the agreed upon contract rate through the term of the relevant Participating Addendum, 
regardless of whether such term exceeds July 31, 2018. After the expiration of the term of a Participating 
Addendum executed under the authority of this Master Agreement, a Participating State or participating 
entity may continue to contract witli JPay Inc. on such terms and conditions as the parties may agree if the 
state statutes applicable to that stale or entity permit such arrangement.

2011 subject to NASPO/MCPA Board of 
Directors’ approval to July 3U 2018 . unless sooner terminated by either party as specified in paragraph (20); 
provided that it shall be understood that any Participating Addendum entered into by JPay Inc. and a Participating State 
or entity on or prior to .Inly 31, 2018 shall be recognized as a valid Participating Addendum under the Ma.ster 
Agreement resulting I'roni Request for Proposal #1901, even if the term of such Participating Addendum were to 
exceed .luly 31,2018,
